Underpaid letter from Mylapore, India postmarked 19 February 1928 on two copies of the “2 Anna of 1926 
on the reverse to Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya.

On the obverse is an indian “20C/ T” (Taxe) mark indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. The 
Penang arrival mark of 2 March 1928 on the reverse is on a copy of the 8 cents postage due stamp of 1924.

Unpaid envelope from Melur Madura, India postmarked 17 MAR.28 to Singapore, Straits Settlements, 
Malaya. The rate was 2 Annas and the deficiency One Anna. 
On the obverse are Indian “40C" and “T" (Taxe) marks indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes 
are with an incorrect “Melur Madura/ Due/ % Anna” in a semi circle. On the reverse the Singapore 
arrival mark of 29 MR 1928 is on a copy of the 12 cents postage due stamp of 1924.

Indian KGV PSE (internal rate of 1 Anna) from Rangoon, Burma postmarked 22 MAR 28 to Penang, 
Straits Settlements, Malaya. The rate was 2 Annas and the deficiency one Anna. 
On the obverse is a Burmese “T/ C/ 20” (Taxe) mark in a hexagon indicating double the deficiency in 
gold centimes. The Penang arrival mark, of 26 MR 1928 on the reverse is on a copy of the 8 cents 
postage due stamp of 1924.

Underpaid letter from Fatshan, China initially to Hong Kong partly paid by a copy of the 4 cents of 1926. 
The rate was 10 cents and the deficiency 6 cents and there is a Chinese “T” (Taxe) mark in a circle next 
to a manuscript “70 ctms’ mark to indicate double the deficiency in gold centimes. 

On the reverse there is a Hong Kong arrival mark of 23 MAR 28 but the addressee had moved and the 
letter was redirected to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya with a departure postmark of 26 MAR 28. 

The Singapore arrival mark of 2 AP 1928 is on a copy of the 4 cents postage due stamp of 1926.

Unpaid letter from India to Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya. The rate and deficiency was 2 Annas.

The Penang arrival mark on the reverse, of 2 AP 1928 is on a plate copy of the 12 cents 
postage due stamp of 1924.

Underpaid PPC (views of Karlsbad) from Karlsbad, Czechoslovakia to Penang, Straits Settlements, 
Malaya partly paid with two copies of the 60 Haleru of 1927 postmarked 28 May 1928. The rate 
seems to have been 1 Koruna 50 Haleru leading to a deficiency of 30 Haleru. 

There is a Czech “T” (Taxe) mark as well as a blue manuscript “T 10ct” indicating double the 
deficiency in gold centimes. The Penang arrival mark of 25 June 1928 is on a copy of the 4 cents 
postage due stamp of 1926.

Indian KGV PSE (internal rate of 1 Anna) from Karaikudi, India to Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya 
postmarked 9 JUN 28. The rate was 2 Annas and the deficiency 1 Anna. 
Also on the obverse is an Indian “20C/ T" (Taxe) mark in a circle showing double the deficiency in gold 
centimes and a semi-circular “Karaikudi/ Due/ As” mark. The Penang arrival mark, of 21 JU 1928 on the 
reverse is on a copy of the 8 cents postage due stamp of 1924.

Underpaid letter from Kanadukathan, India to Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya paid 1 Anna of 1926 on 
the reverse postmarked 23 June 1928. The rate was 2 Annas and the deficiency was 1 Anna. 
On the obverse is an indian “20C/ T” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The Penang arrival mark on the reverse is 4 July 1928, a second similar mark is on a copy of 
the 8 cents postage due stamp of 1924.

July to September 1928 


Unpaid letter from Kuopio, Finland to Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 3.VII.28. 

The rate and the deficiency was 2 Markka. On the obverse there are boxed Finnish “T” (Taxe) marks. 
The Penang arrival mark of 5 AU 1928 is on a vertical pair of the 12 cents postage due stamp of 1924 on 
the reverse. The addressee was unknown and an unrecorded boxed “Retour/ a |'envoyeur/ Inconnu” was 

added in violet. The postage due stamps were cancelled with a violet boxed “Charge not collected/ X/ 

Fresh label required”. There is also a cancellation of the Penang Dead Letter Office of 7 AU 1928. 
The letter was returned to Finland with an arrival mark of Kuopio of 15.1X.28.
